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HARVESTING  DOLLARS  (The  Sussex  County  Hoard)

1  first  made  the  acquaintance  of  Dick  McDanolds  many  years  ago  at  the  Sussex 
County  Coin  Club.  Over  the  years  Dick  and  1  did  a  little  coin  business,  and  he 
shared  with  me  many  stories  and  remembrances  of  his  life  in  and  around 
Branchville,  NJ.  Dick  can  trace  his  family  back  to  when  they  settled  in  the 
Branchville  area  around  1799.  The  McDanolds  farm  bordered  route  206  just 
outside  the  town  of  Branchville.  Dick  knows  many  of  the  businessmen  in  the 
area  from  his  years  of  working  the  farm,  and  later  working  for  a  local  insurance 
company.  He  has  kept  in  touch  with  old  classmates  and  friends  of  the  family. 

About  a  year  ago  Dick  told  me  that  he  has  an  old  friend  who  has  “bags  of  silver 
dollars”  just  lying  around  his  place  of  business.  He  approached  his  friend  about 
the  possibility  of  purchasing  the  dollars.  His  friend  didn’t  seem  too  interested  in 
selling  his  coins  although  he  is  not  a  coin  collector.  Whenever  I  saw  Dick,  he 
would  mention  the  silver  dollars  and  let  me  know  that  he  hadn’t  given  up.  Dick 
would  make  it  a  point  to  “just  happen  to  be  in  the  neighborhood”  of  the  Roy 
Company  and  stop  in  to  visit  his  friend,  Richard  Roy. 


Gradually,  I  was  given  more  information  about  the  Roy  Company  and  how  they 
happened  to  have  a  small  hoard  of  silver  dollars  just  stashed  somewhere  in  the 
back  room.  The  Roy  Company  had  its  beginning  in  the  late  1800’s  as  the  Roe 
Company.  They  sold  feed  and  farming  equipment.  The  business  changed  hands 
several  times  over  the  years  and  eventually  ended  up  being  owned  by  Frank  and 

Earnest  Roy.  Richard  Roy  is  the  son  of  Earnest,  and 
the  father  and  son  team  ultimately  became  the  owners 
of  the  company.  One  of  the  big  sellers  for  the  Roy 
Company  was  a  line  of  farming  equipment  for 
harvesting  and  bailing  manufactured  by  New  Holland 
Machinery  of  Lancaster  County,  PA.  There  was  a 
period  of  several  years  when  the  company  ran  a 
promotion  called  the  New  Holland  Silver  Rush. 
Whenever  a  distributor  sold  a  piece  of  farm  equipment.  New  Holland 
Machinery  would  send  them  a  cloth  bag  in  the  mail  that  contained  10  silver 
dollars.  Richard  Roy  recalled  that  this  promotion  took  place  around  1960.  He 
said  they  would  sometimes  give  bags  of  the  coins  to  employees  and  often  they 
just  threw  the  bags  of  coins  in  a  drawer  in  the  feed  store.  He  said  the  drawers 
got  heavy  and  hard  to  open.  They  sat,  undisturbed  for  about  45  years. 


In  November  of  2004,  I  got  a  call  from  Dick  McDanolds.  He  was  very  excited 
and  exclaimed  that  he  got  some  of  the  silver  dollars  from  Richard  Roy  for  us  to 
look  at.  As  I  drove  to  Dick’s  house,  the  numismatist  in  me  was  wondering  how 
many  93-S’s  or  at  least  ’79-CC’s  would  be  in  the  group.  Dick  had  all  the  coins 
laid  out  on  his  dining  room  table  and  arranged  by  date.  There  were  27 
circulated  1922  Peace  Dollars,  36  circulated  1921  Morgans  and  10  other 
common  Morgans,  some  of  them  damaged. 


What  a  disappointment  compared  to  my  numismatic  fantasies!  We  made  an 
offer  and  were  able  to  purchase  the  coins. 

A  day  or  two  later,  I  got  another  call.  When  Dick  took  the  check  down  to  the 
Roy  Company  to  pay  for  the  first  lot  of  dollars,  he  was  given  some  more.  Dick 
said  these  coins  “looked  pretty  nice”.  What  an  understatement!  When  1  got  to 
Dick’s  house,  I  saw  laid  out  on  the  table  109  uncirculated  dollars,  many  of  them 
with  beautiful  toning.  Some  were  slightly  rainbow  toned.  Other  coins  clearly 
showed,  in  colorful  toning,  the  texture  of  the  bag  in  which  they  were  stored. 
Mostly,  they  were  common  date  Peace  Dollars  and  1897  and  1898  Morgans. 
This  scene  repeated  itself  a  few  more  times  between  Thanksgiving  and 
Christmas  of  2004.  All  of  the  remaining  coins  were  uncirculated  and  about  half 
of  them  had  very  attractive  toning.  Out  of  approximately  700  silver  dollars 
there  was  not  a  single  key  date.  The  best  we  did  was  a  nice  group  of 
uncirculated  1 902 ’s.  There  were  a  few  New  Orleans  mint  coins,  but  most  were 
1897  and  1898.  I  imagine  that  the  New  Holland  Company  just  got  a  few  bags  of 
dollars  from  the  local  bank  and  started  doling  them  out.  Imagine  if  they  had 
gotten  one  of  those  bags  of  CC  dollars  before  the  GSA  had  their  turn  at 
marketing  them. 

About  50  of  the  coins  were  deemed  good  enough  to  send  to  NGC  in  several 
groupings.  Dick  and  I  waited  impatiently  for  the  economy  grading  to  be 
completed  and  were  very  pleased  with  the  results.  In  late  February  and  early 
March,  the  coins  started  arriving  from  NGC.  There  were  some  PL’s,  but  no 
DMPL’s.  Many  of  the  nicely  toned  coins  graded  MS64  as  expected,  but  there 
were  quite  a  few  MS65’s  and  six  MS66’s.  The  grades  were  overall  higher  than 
expected,  and  Dick  and  I  went  back  to  Richard  Roy  to  give  him  an  additional 
check.  I’ve  set  aside  some  of  my  favorite  coins  as  well  as  one  of  the  bags  that 
were  used  to  mail  the  dollars.  I'll  have  them  on  display  at  the  GSNA 
Convention  if  anyone  would  like  to  see  how  dollars  tone  after  50  years  in  a 
drawer  in  a  feed  store.

1st  stop  -  Point  Pleasant  Beach  -  Ocean  County  Coin  Club.  Join  me  on  this 
unique  adventure  exploring  one  of  New  Jersey's  most  active  clubs. 

The  Ocean  County  Coin  Club  meets  on  the  V'  and  3rd  Thursday  of  each  month 
at  7:40  PM  with  the  junior  program  beginning  at  6:50  PM,  in  the  Ocean  Fire 
House  on  Arnold  Avenue  in  Point  Pleasant  Beach,  only  one  block  away  from 
the  railroad  station.  This  is  actually  a  new  location  for  the  OCCC.  They  were 
forced  to  leave  the  Brick  Recreational  Center,  their  home  for  23  years.  After 
some  anxious  days,  they  found  a  new  home,  and  they  are  now  in  Point  Pleasant, 
only  five  short  blocks  from  the  famous  Point  Pleasant  Boardwalk.  (A  family 
visit  to  the  shore  could  be  topped  off  with  a  visit  to  the  club.)  Guests,  including 
YN’s  are  always  welcome. 

OCCC  always  has  something  going  on,  exhibits,  fun  contests,  and  “show  and 
tells.”  (The  Hood  family  just  became  the  club’s  1,000  member  number.)  It  has 
the  most  active  YN  program  in  the  state  with  YN’s  and  their  families  coming 
from  far  and  wide.  One  family  comes  from  Red  Bank,  NJ  to  partake  in  the 
program. 

On  April  2,  they  hosted  a  YN  program  at  the  Brick  Library.  On  April  21st  a 
National  Coin  Week  Show  and  Exhibit  is  scheduled  from  6  to  9  PM.  (Four 
YN’s  are  exhibiting.)  Their  annual  Coin  Show  (Jersey  Shore  Coin  Show  & 
Exhibit)  is  scheduled  for  Sept  10,  2005  at  the  Laurelton  Fire  House  on  Route  88 
(near  Laurelton  Intersection  -  across  from  Costo)  Hours  are  9  am  to  3  pm.  For

The  OCCC  has  currently  teamed  up  with  a  California  club  (the  Vallejo 
Numismatic  Society)  to  return  to  the  “good  old  days”  when  coin  hobbyists 
really  searched  circulation  coinage.  They  have  begun  a  ‘SQS’  -  State  Quarter 
Search.  For  ten  weeks,  starting  February  13  to  week  ending  April  23,  members 
of  both  groups  have  volunteered  to  randomly  check  one  or  two  rolls  of  quarters 
each  week  and  to  count  the  popular  State  Quarters,  older  clad  Quarters,  silver 
Quarters,  Bicentennial,  and  “Drummer”  dual-date  Quarters.  Each  participant 
has  been  asked  randomly  check  at  least  one  roll  per  week  and  record  what  he  or 
she  finds.  At  the  end  of  the  ten  weeks,  a  report  will  be  published  in  the  national 
numismatic  press.  Banding  the  clubs  together  will  provide  some  fun  and  joint 
experiences. 

Unfortunately  it  is  time  to  reboard  the  train.  I  certainly  enjoyed  the  visit,  and 
hope  that  you  did  too.

GERMANS  IN  GUA  TEMALA  ! 

Germans  in  Guatemala!  An  interesting  newspaper  headline,  but  so  what? 
Germans  are  generally  well  paid,  have  more  vacation  time  than  Americans 
and  travel  widely.  Get  on  a  bus  in  Central  America  or  climb  a  Mayan 
pyramid  first  thing  in  the  morning  (as  my  son  and  1  did  at  Coba)  and  you 
could  well  run  into  Germans,  especially  students. 

Maybe  these  Germans  were  touring  the  magnificent  Mayan  site  of  Tikal  in 
the  lowlands  or  maybe  they  were  visiting  Antigua,  the  first  capital,  a  World 
Heritage  Site.  Antigua  was  the  capital  for  a  Central  American  region  from 
southern  Mexico  to  Panama.  Central  Americans  don't  consider  Panama  part 
of  Central  America  because  it  was  part  of  the  South  American  country  of 
Colombia  (until  we  fomented  a  revolt  so  that  we  could  get  the  canal  built  - 
"gunboat  diplomacy.")  Anyway,  from  a  numismatic  perspective,  Antigua  is 
interesting  because  there  was  a  mint  there  until  1773  when  a  volcanic 
eruption  and  earthquake  dictated  removal  of  the  capital  and  the  mint  to  what 
became  modem  Guatemala  City.  Old  mint  mark  "G,"  from  1777  on,  "NG." 
There  is  a  very  modest  exhibit  of  coins  minted  there  in  a  building  on  the 
central  square.  Well,  the  old  capital  became  known  as  "Antigua"  and  little 
happened  there  until  its  discovery  as  a  magnificent  colonial  town  with  some 
of  the  most  sensitively  renovated  "ruins"  for  hotels  and  the  like  that  I  have 
ever  seen. 

Maybe  those  Germans  were  there  for  Holy  Week,  which  is  very  special. 

My  son  and  daughter-in-law  (a  specialist  in  Latin  America)  vacationed  there 
during  Holy  Week  and  were  duly  impressed. 

Wait  a  minute,  I  just  checked  the  date  on  that  newspaper,  it  is  April  7, 
1917!  That  changes  it  all.  We  are  at  war  with  Germany.  The  Lusitania  was 
sunk  in  1915!  So  are  there  Germans  in  Guatemala?  Is  there  any  evidence 
from  the  tokens  issued?  Let's  check  Rulau.  "SCHLUBACH  Y  CIA"  looks 
suspicious.  That  "CIA"  by  the  way,  is  an  abbreviation  for  the  Spanish  word 
for  "company,"  but  is  oddly  appropriate  because  that's  what  people  in 
Washington  (and  elsewhere)  call  our  C.l.A.  How  about  Herman  Hopfner? 
Sounds  pretty  German  to  me.  "Augener  &  Wittig?"’  "Juan  Luttmann." 

My  favorite  token  (because  of  its  historical  and  professional  interest  to  me)  is 
one  issued  by  Ricardo  Sapper  in  1898.  Sapper  was  a  successful  operator  of 
several  coffee  plantations,  whose  brother  Karl  came  to  stay  with  him  from  1888 
to  1900from  1888  to  1900.  Rulau  has  him  as  "a  famous  geologist  and  author."

In  my  graduate  school  days,  when  we  were  studying  the  history  of  geography  as  a 
discipline,  we  counted  Karl  Sapper  as  a  physical  geographer.  The  overlap  in  the 
fields  is  generally  in  the  study  of  surface  landforms  and  their  origins.  We  call  this 
"geomorphology."  Rutgers,  for  example,  currently  has  people  interested  in  how 
barrier  islands  form  and  how  they  are  affected  by  storms  and  the  like.  They  are 
"coastal  geomorphologists." 

Back  to  those  German  token  issuers,  and  there  were  quite  a  few  of  them.  They  had 
largely  come  to  Guatemala  in  the  1870’s,  and  had  not  seen  the  necessity  of 
assuming  Guatemalan  citizenship.  Guatemala  follows  the  U.S.  in  declaring  war 
against  Germany  and  confiscates  many  estates.  Hmm,  I  wonder  who  got  that 
land? 


How  I  Started  Collecting  Coins

I  began  collecting  coins  in  the  mid  1950’s  in  Fair  Lawn,  New  Jersey  in  order  to  get  a  Boy 
Scout  merit  badge  in  coin  collecting.  I  had  been  a  newspaper  boy  at  the  time  so  I  had  a 
source  of  coins  to  check  each  week.  I  saw  all  sorts  of  obsolete  coins  and  once  my 
customers  knew  I  was  collecting  coins  they  would  try  and  save  some  of  the  older  ones  for 
me.  I  actually  completed  a  set  of  the  Mercury  dimes  except  the  over  date  of  1942  over 
1941.  I  had  to  buy  that  one  about  eight  years  ago.  I  also  collected  Buffalo  nickels  and 
Standing  Liberty  quarters  and  other  obsolete  coins  that  came  my  way.  I  had  to  work  hard 
at  it  since  my  two  older  brothers  also  collected  coins.  1  eventually  took  over  their 
newspaper  routes  to  increase  my  source  of  lucre.

As  with  most  collectors  that  start  young,  high  school,  college,  the  new  world  of  work 
caused  a  trailing  off  of  interest  until  the  mid  1970’s  when  Igot  back  in  the  hobby  collecting 
straight  from  the  mint.  I  initially  bought  the  Mint  and  Proof  sets  and  later  also  collected  the 
modem  commemoratives.  Along  the  way  I  developed  an  interest  in  presidential  medals 
that  led  to  my  collecting  Official  Inaugural  Medals  (OIM).  No  mint  mark  varieties  there!  I 
have  now  collected  most  of  those  that  can  be  collected  without  having  to  win  the  lottery 
first.  As  1  ran  out  of  OIMs  to  collect,  I  turned  more  and  more  to  numismatic  literature  and 
books,  other  artistic  and  commemorative  medals  and  ancient  Greek  coins. 

In  the  early  1990’s  I  started  to  join  various  coin  clubs  and  groups.  I  joined  the  New  Jersey 
Numismatic  Society  and  almost  immediately  became  the  Treasurer  since  I  am  a  CPA.  I 
still  am  its  Treasurer,  however,  I  took  about  three  years  off  after  five  years  of  service.  1 
joined  the  Garden  State  Numismatic  Association  (GSNA)  and  also  became  its  Treasurer  for 
about  five  years.  Now  I  just  help  our  the  board  and  run  the  front  desk  at  its  annual  three 
day  show  each  year.  Last  year  the  GSNA  named  me  its  Numismatist  of  the  Year  for  my 
long  service  to  the  organization.  Currently  on  a  regional  and  national  level,  I  am  a  member 
of  the  Token  and  Medal  Society,  the  New  Jersey  Exonumia  Society,  the  American 
Numismatic  Association,  the  American  Numismatic  Society  and  the  Numismatic 
Bibliomania  Society.

Locally,  1  am  a  member  of  the  Summit/Chatham  Coin  Club  and  long  time  member  and 
Treasurer  for  the  last  five  years  of  the  Watchung  Hills  Coin  Club. 

Aside  from  the  merit  badge,  I  got  into  coins  because  I  have  always  been  fascinated  with 
their  history.  When  I  get  an  old  coin  or  medal  in  my  hand  1  can  almost  feel  the  history  of 
it.  When  my  Aunt  gave  me  some  1892  Columbia  coins  I  was  transported  back  in  time  to 
ride  the  Ferris  Wheel  and  view  the  exhibits.  Coins  and  their  history  are  fun  and  the  really 
big  bonus  is  that  you  meet  some  very  nice  people  along  the  way.

(articles,  newsletters,  books)  and  then  download  them  into  their  own 
computers. 

8.  Bottom  line,  give  both  individual  and  club  members  added  value  for  their 
dues.
